Wnereas, The judge of said county failed to file and
have recorded in the office of the recorder of said coanty
the petition together with the deecription and plat of said
town,-and further failed to deposit a copy of the same
with the Secretary of State as provided in said act; there-
fore,

SectioN 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Incorporstion of
State of Iowa, That the incorporation of the said town misedsstiperss
of Prairie City be and the ssme is hereby legalized as 3iJ feen prop-
fully and effectually as if the said county judge had filed
in the office, and had recorded in the records of said
county, and deposited with the Secretary of State, the
petition together with the description and plat of said
town, as required by the provisions of chapter 61 of the
laws of the 12th General Assembly.

Seo. 2. That all ordinances and by-laws enacted or Jrjimrces =
adopted by the council of said town, shall have the same
force and effect as if the law had been fully complied
with.
